A Great Statesmas to thk Pkopcb.— 
Tbe following i« an extract from a speech 
delivered In 1788 by that great statesman 
and true patriot, Alex.'»nd«.r Uiinilton, in 
tbe convention tbat wa.s he d in tlie State of 
Now York for the ratification of the Con- 
stitution of tbe United States. It will be 
remembered tbat Hamilton was also a mem- 
ber of the convention which framed the 
Constitution: 

'The States can never lose their powers 
till tlie wholo people of America are robbed 
of their liberties. These must go together. 
Tbey must support each ether, or meet a 
common fAte. I wish the coinmitt'ie to re- 
member til it the Constitution under eximi- 
nation is frntnod upon truly republican prin- 
ciples, and that, as it is expressedly designed 
for a common protection and the general 
welfare of tbe United Sutes, it must be ut- 
terly repugnant to this Cot^titation to sub- 
vert the State Govercmnnts or oppress the 
people. Tbe coercion of States is one of the 
maddest projects that was t ver deviaeJ. A
